and has al ways bo o n a so urce o f vexatio n to 
them. 
It seems to bo also o f interest to 
wo men thro ug ho ut tho land, fo r 
in the im­ 
partial eyes o f the law, are they all no t 
po ssible wives o f cabinet o fficers o r senato rs? 
Mias Kate Chase, when her father became 
chief justice o f tho United States, reversed 
tho ranking o f the senate and judiciary, and 
g ave the precedence to tho latter. 
The fo ur ladies named came, ho wever, to 
110 co nclusio ns at their meeting . 
They d is­ 
avo w any perso nal fo o ling in tho m atter, but 
in the cause o f o rder and co urtesy o n cere­ 
mo nial o ccasio ns they wo uld bo g ratified to 
havo the o rder o f precedence established 
upo n u reco g nised

Hu seco nd place, yielding 
a g racio us precedence to the chief justice, 
and be fo llo wed by tho memb3rs o f the 
diplo matic co rjw. 
The ladies wo re unanimo us befo re separat­ 
ing that tho cabinet sho uld lo ad the senate. 
As to tho practice iuvo lved it wo uld seem 
the pro per thing fo r tho seventy-six senato r­ 
ial families to co ll 
ui» o n tho cabinet la­ 
dies, because it is 
the mo re expedient.

AN AUDACIOUS TRAIN R03BERY IN 
THE LONE STAR STATE. 


In W hich Fo rty B n v t Men. Fir# o f Them 
United Sta tes So ldiers, Perm it Three 
Ro bbers to H a re Their W ill—A W o ma n's 
Pro test—Ho rrible Ca se vt Burking a t 
B altim ore. 


St. Louis, 
Dec. 13,—Particulars 
of 
a 
train robbery Saturday near Bellevue sta­ 
tion, Tex., are that 
three robbers, who 
were unmasked and made no effort at con­ 
cealment, arrived at the water-tank a few 
minutes before the train. 
When the train 
arrived one of the robbers with drawn pistol 
ordered Engineer Ay ers and his fireman and 
O G. Miller, another engineer who was rid­ 
ing in the cab, to alight, which they did. He 
then marched them some thirty foot from 
the train and went through them, taking all 
the valuables they had. 
While this was go­ 
ing on the other two men went through the 
train. 
It appears that one of the passengers in the 
rear car, who was looking out of the window 
and saw the operation with the train men, 
divining the situation went into the forward 
cars, notified the other passengers of what 
was going on, and told them to secrete their 
money . This they did in various May s, giv­ 
ing most of it and their diamonds to several 
ladies aboard. 
Miss Kate Haas, of Fort 
W orth, took charge of $8,000 and other val­ 
uables. 
Mrs. Chambers, of Pottsdam, N. 
York, received $5,000 and some diamonds, 
and Mrs. Wittick, of Carthage, Mo., took 
her 
husband’s 
gold 
watch 
and 
sev­ 
eral 
hundred 
dollars. 
Mrs. 
W ittick 
was greatly incensed at the proceedings, 
and • boldly 
stood 
in 
the 
car 
and 
asked if forty men were going to tamely 
submit to such an outrage at the hands of 
two highway men. About $12,000 in money 
and $4,000 worth of diamonds and other val­ 
uables were left by the robbers in their haste 
to get through the train, and because they 
did not search the ladies. 
They were evi­ 
dently novices at the business and went 
away with the paltry sum of $105, three gold 
watches, ten silver watches, five revolvers, 
and one gold ring. 
The robbers lett the train a t the rear end 
of the sleeper, mounted their horses, which 
stood near by , and rode rapidly away . The 
train was then hurried on to Bellevue, where 
telegrams were sent to Superintendent Frost, 
at Fort W orth, who immediately replied, 
offering $250 reward for each robber, and 
in less than an hour five posses of officers and 
citizens were in pursuit under Sheriff Mc­ 
Lain, of Montague, 
Marshal 
Black, 
o f 
Bowie, and others. 
Sheriff McLain say s 
he knows 
the 
robbers, and 
has 
no 
doubt 
of 
his 
ability 
to 
capture 
them. 
Superintendent Connors was on the 
train, having in charge two deserters with a 
guard of five negro soldiers of the Twenty - 
fourth artillery . 
Mr. Conners commanded 
the soldiers to draw their revolvers and fight 
the robbers, but several of the passengers 
opposed this so strongly and pleaded so earn­ 
estly in behalf of the women and children on 
board that the superintendent reluctantly 
y ielded, and when the robbers reached the 
soldiers and demanded their weapons they 
quietly gave them up. 


BURKED FOR FIFTEEN DOLLARS.

Marshal 
of Police Frey was notified, who in turn 
called the attention of the coroner to the 
case. A post mortem examination was made 
and it was found that the heart was much 
diseased and the death was thought to have

count for the terrible wounds found on the 
body . Another significant fact was that the 
m an who brought the body to the place had 
not turned up to claim his money for the 
subject. 
The ghastly wounds found upon the ¡body , 
however, puzzled the phy sicians and aroused 
such suspicions of foul play that the police 
and detectives were set to work and worked 
upon the case all Saturday night and Sun­ 
day . 
Sunday afternoon they arrested An­ 
derson Perry (colored), the assistant jjnitor 
of the Mary land university , merely as a 
feeler. 
Perry got frightened and imparted 
such information as to cause the arrest of 
John T. ltoss and Albert Hawkins, both de- 
groes. 
The three men were placed in differ­ 
ent cells at the Western station, and late Sun­ 
day evening Ross made a full expose of the 
whole affair to Chief of Police Frey . 
The 
facts are as follows: 
The woman whoso body was brought to 
the university was Emily Brown, a respect­ 
able white woman of 55 y ears, whom dire 
necessity compelled to take lodgings with 
a colored woman on Pig alley . 
The men 
who brought the body to the university are 
J. T. Roes and Albert Hawkins, who lived in 
the same house with Emily Brown. 
Ross 
met Albert Perry , the university jan.tor, 
on the street Monday , Dec. 0. 
Ross told 
Perry that he was out of work and had no 
money . 
“Well,” said Perry , “y ou needn’t be out of 
money . 
Kill that old white woman up at 
y our place and bring the body to the uni­ 
versity and I’ll give y ou $15.” 
At first Ross was horrified a t the idea, but 
the $15 was too great a temptation. 
He 
was afraid to attempt the job alone, so he 
let Hawkins into the secret, who assented to 
the plan proposed to deliberately murder a 
poor woman for $15. 
The 
two fiends 
watched their chance. 
The colored woman 
who owns the house 
left home Friday 
morning to be gone until Saturday . 
Friday 
afternoon Ross and Hawkins wept to Emily 
Brown’s room. 
Ross struck the woman on 
the bead with brick, and Hawkins stabbed 
her. 
Ross continued to beat her oa the head 
with the brick and Hawkins pounded her 
chest with bis beel until she was dead. 
They 
then went to the university , and after telling 


B erry what they had done, got a sack from 
him, in which they brought the murdered 
woman e body to the university that night. 
Perry at once took the body to the pickle 
room, where he shaved off the hair from the 
woman’s head, washed the body , and so dis­ 
figured the face and head, as to give out the 
idea that it had been eaten by rata 
The three men—Perry , Ross, and Haw­ 
kins—are locked up at the Western sta­ 
tion.

THE KNIGHTS DENOUNCED 


AS THE FINAL ACT OF THE FEDERA­ 


TION OF LABOR. 


G eneral Purposes of th e New O rganisa­ 
tion—The Officers E lec te d —A pprehen­ 
sions of New E ngland B oot and Shoe 
M en—T he B oy cott a t C hicago—K nigh ts 
M ake a S ta rtling D iscovery . 


Columbus 
, Ohio, Dec. 13.—The conference 
of trades unions and the federation of the 
eh me body amalgamated 
Saturday 
and 
formed the American Federation of Labor. 
The following officers were elected: Presi­ 
dent, Samuel Oompers, Now York city ; first 
vice president, George Harris, Rey noldsville, 
Pa.; second vice president, James W. Smith, 
Springfield, Ills.; secretary , P. J. Maguire, 
Philadelphia; treasurer, Gabrial Edmonston, 
Washington City . 
A constitution for the new body was 
adopted which provides a plan of organiza­ 
tion that differs from the Knights of Labor 
in that the difference between the members 
of any trade and their employ ers is settled 
by the members of that trade alone, and not 
by an executive board as in the Knights of 
Labor, the remaining unions if a strike is 
ordered, being bound to furnish moral and 
financial support 
A number of resolutions 
were adopted, one instructing trades unionsts 
to 
patronize 
none 
but 
the 
blue 
label 
of 
the 
International 
Cigar- 
makers 
Union. 
This 
is 
a 
shot at 
the label of the Knights of Labor cigarmak- 
ers, and indicates th at the fight between the 
two organizations is on. Another resolution 
was adopted to the effect that while they 
favor the adoption of the eight-hour sy s­ 
tem, it would be a better policy to establish 
a nine-houV sy stem in all trades where the 
employ es work ten hours, and where the em­ 
ploy es work more than ten to reduce the 
number of hours as much as possible. 
The 
action of the boss brewers in deciding to 
blacklist union men was denounced. 
The 
use of boy cotts for trivial causes was de­ 
nounced. 
The practice of local 
trades 
unions in appropriating money indiscrimi­ 
nately for strikes was discouraged and they 
were advised to reserve their resources for 
contributions to all authorized strikes. 
ThQ committee appointed to confer with 
the Knights of Labor and adjust differences 
reported. 
It is known that the meeting was 
a stormy one. 
Mr* Strosser produced the se­ 
cret circular issued against the officers of the 
Cigarmakers’ union by the executive board 
of the Knights of Labor, and which charged 
him with being a drunkard. 
He was very 
much excited, and made serious charges 
against Powderly , which the committee re- 
son ted and a scene Mas created. 
The meet­ 
ing broke up with the feelings of the com­ 
mittee worked up to the highest pitch against 
each other. 
The trades union committee 
asked wbat had been done by the knights 
with the treaty sent to the assembly at Cleve­ 
land and were told th at it had been rejected. 
The same treaty was then pres nted and the 
Powderly committee stated that it would 
have to go to the general executive commit­ 
tee. 
After this report was read four resolutions 
were offered, all denouncing the Knights of 
Labor, and one of them was finally adopted. 
The convention the ajdourned sine die.

The idea of business being doomed on ac­ 
count of exorbitant wages being paid to 
shoemakers is spreading. 
The workmen scout the idea; allnde to these 
repeated assertions in facetious vein, and de­ 
clare that the claim is but a pretext to avoid 
making the demand, for such M’ages are be­ 
ing paid in many instances and being in­

A CRASH AT ST. LOUIS. 


F all of a B uilding Follow ed by F lri— 
T hree Men K illed. 
S t. L ouis, Dec. 15.— A disaster that caused 
a loss of $<>00,000 iu goods, and what is much 
more serious, three human lives, took place 
here Saturday . 
Shapleigh & Cantwell con­ 
duct a hardware establishment at the south­ 
east coruer of Main and Vine streets. 
The 
building was four stories high and full of 
goods, the top floor being very heavily 
weighted. 
About 2:20 p. m. this floor gave 
way with a crash and carried the roof and 
the other floors down with it in a mass of 
splinters and other debris. 
A moment after 
the accident the ruins took fire and were soon 
burning with such intense heat that the whole 
city fire department was called to the scene. 
The flames made such headway , however, 
that before they could be controlled the 
stores 
adjoining Bhapleigh 
& Cantwell, 
Rothan & Co., saddlery , and J. and J. Beaky 
& Co., tinware—wore gutted. The hardware 
firm lost about $500,000, with $357,500 insur­ 
ance, and the remainder of the $000,000 loss 
is divided among the other firms and the 
buildings, the aggregate insurance being 
about $40,000. 
When the crash occurred there were fifty 
people scattered through the building and 
the news got out that a score of them were 
killed, causing intense excitement, but it 
transpires th at but three lost their lives—Ar­ 
thur Palmer, John Mahan and Charles Reed. 
Two firemen and two other employ es of 
Shapleigh & Cantwell were injured,but none 
of them fatally . 
Shapleigh 
& Cantwell 
dealt largely in sporting goods, pistols, and 
small ammunition, and during the lire there 
was a very active fusilade by exploding 
cartridges, which created somo alarm in the 
crowd present, but nobody is known to have 
been struck by stray bullets. 


THE DANGEROUS DUST ARRESTER. 


I t Explodes and Blows Off th e ltoof of 
a Doggy Factory . 
Colum bus, Ohio, 
Doc. 1 {.—Great excite­ 
ment was caused Saturday afternoon by an 
explosion at the Columbus buggy works, 
and people rushed to the scene from all di- 
rectiona 
The loss of life and damage to 
tho works is not so great as ut first supposed. 
The explosion occurred 
in the five-story 
building just back of tho main building, the 
basement of which is used as the engine- 
room, and in tho northwest corner of which 
is the dust arrester. The second floor, above 
the engine-room, was used as a shop for 
painting gear, the third floor for a body de­ 
partm ent and the fourth for a first-coat 
paint*room. 
Through all these floors ran 
the dust and shaving shaft, a concern twenty 
feet square. 
I t is supposed a spark got in 
the dust arrester, which caused the explosion. 
The upper floors and the roof of the building 
were lifted clear out and thrown down on 
top of an adjoining shop, crushing in the 
roof. The upper half of the north and west 
end walls was thrown down ami cracked to 
the ground. J. 
O. Brown, a colored man, 
who was at w ork in the arrester at the time 
of the explosion, was badly burned and 
bruised. 
The explosion occurred at the noon 
hour, and on any other day than Saturday 
would have caught several men in the build­ 
ing eating dinner, but luckily they had all 
gone out to get their pay and thus escaped 
iujury . 
It was thought at first that three or 
four men were buried in the debris, but this 
proved to be not so. 
Tho works were dam­ 
aged about $5,000. 


A STOVE GAS DISASTER. 


Three P ersons Dead D ecause of an O ver­ 
sight. 
C hicago, 
Doc. 13» —The MeCluro family , 
mother, daughter and son, living at Maple­ 
wood, died from escaping coal gas » Saturday 
night. 
The mother and daughter retired 
early , leaving tho son, a y oung man of 
21 
y ears, to attend to the stoves. In filling them 
with coal he forgot to replace the top on one, 
and the escaping gas during the night as­ 
phy xiated the trio. 
Tiiey were found by a 
man who lives in the same house, who 
knocked at their door about noon Sunday , 
and getting no response f orced the door and 
was horrified to find three corpses in various 
positions about the rooms, as if they had 
been seeking for pure air but liad been too 
week to open the door or windows, which had 
been tightly closed.

John Wesley , a termagant wife to pester him; 
Leah, weak ey es; Pope, a crooked back; 
By ron, a club foot; Johu Milton, blind ey as; 
Charles Lamb, an insane sister; and y ou, and 
y ou, and y ou, and y ou, something which y ou 
never bargained for, and would like to get 
rid of. The reason of this is, that God does 
not want this world to be too bright; other­ 
wise, we would alway s want to stay and eat 
these fruits and lie on these lounges and 
shake hands in this pleasant society . We are 
only in tbe vestibule of a grand temple. God 
does not want us to stay on the doorstep, and 
therefore he sends aches, and annoy ances, 
and sorrows, and bereavements of all sorts to 
posh us on and push us up toward riper 
iruits, and brighter society , and more radiant 
prosperities. God is only whipping us ahead. 
The reason that Edward Pay son and Robert 
HaU had more rapturous views of heaven than 
other people had was because, through their 
aches and pains, God pushed them nearer up 
to it. If God dashes out one of y our pictures 
it is only to show y ou a brighter one. If He 
sting y our foot with gout, y our brain with 
neuralgia, y our tongue with an inex tinguish­ 
able thirst, it is only because He is preparing 
to su bstitu te a better body than you ever 
dreamed of, when the mortal shall pu t on im­ 
mortality . It is to push y ou on and push y ou 
up toward something grander and better that 
God sends u pon y ou, as He did upon Geu eral 
Naaman, something y ou do not want. Heated 
in his Sy rian mansion —all the walls glitter­ 
ing with the shields which he had captu red 
in battle: the corridors crowded with ad- 
aairing visitors who ju st wanted to see him 
one« ; mu sic and mirth and banqu eting filling 
«11 the mansion, from tesselated floor to pic­ 
tu red ceiling—Naaman wou ld have forgotten 
that there was anything better, and wou ld 
have been glad to stay there 10,000 years. 
Bu t, oh, how the shields dim, and how the 
visitors fly from the hall, and how the mu sic

There was one person more sympathetic 
with General Naaman than any other person. 
Naaman s wife walks the floor, wringing her 
hands and trying to think what she can do to 
alleviate her hu sband’s su ffering. All reme­ 
dies have tailed. The su rgeon general and 
the doctors of the royal staff have met, and 
they have shaken their beads as mu ch as to 
sa y: “No cu re, no cu re.” I think that the 
office seekers had all folded u p their recom­ 
mendations and gone home. 
P ro b a b ly most

What a scene it was: One of the grandest 
women in all Syria in cabinet cou ncil with a 
waiting maid over the declining health of tho 
mighty general : MI know something.” says 
the little captive maid, “ I know something,” 
as she bou nds to her bare feet. “In the land 
from which I was stolen there is a certain i

« ta cars almost anr? thing, and I shouldn't 
wonder If hé eookf airs my master. Send 
for him right away ." “ Oh, hush!" y ou my. 
•If the highest medical talent in all the land 
cannot curs that leper there is no need of

v ant girl.” 
But do not scoff, do not 
inner 
The Unger of that little ceptiva 
maid to pointing in the right direction. She 
might have said: “ This to a judgment on y ou 
for tftaH"g me from my native land. Didn't 
they snatch roe off in title night, breaking my 
father's and mother’s heart? and many a 
time I have laid and cried all night because I 
was so homesick.” Then flushing up into 
childish indignation she might have said: 
•Goad for them; I'm glad Naaman's got tbe 
leprosy ; I wish all the By rians bad the 
leprosy .” No. Forgetting her own personal 
sorrows, she sy mpathises with tbe suffering 
of her master and recommends him to the 
famous Hebrew prophet 
And how often it to that the finger of child­ 
hood has pointed grown persons in the right 
direction. O Christian soul, bow long to it 
sinoe that y ou got rid of the leprosy of sinf 
You say : “ Let me see. It must be five y ears 
now." “ Fivs y ears.

Let the charioteer drive gently over the 
hills of Hermon, lest he jolt tho invalid. 
Here goes the bravest man of all his day a 
captive of a horrible disease. As the ambu ­ 
lance winds throu gh the streets of Damascu s 
ths tears and prayers of all tho people go 
after tho world-renowned invalid. Perhaps 
you have had an invalid go ou t from you r 
hou se on a health excu rsion. You know how 
the neighbors stood arou nd and said: “Ah.

OMtrJBtoto* cosas out, y on have 
f ; fee grandsst ootnpaay that ever 
came to y our house has come to it now. No 
stir inside Kttoba’s house. Tbe fact was, the 
Lord had Informed Elisha that tbe sick cap­ 
tain was coming and just bow to treat him. 
Indeed, when y ou are sick and tho Lord 
wants y ou to get wall, He alway s tells the 
doctor bow to treat y ou; and the reason we 
have so many bungling doctors is becau se 
they depend upon tneir own strength and in­ 
structions and not on the lim'd God, and that 
alway s makes malpractice. Come out, Eli­ 
sha, and attend to y our business. Gen. Naa­ 
man and bto retinue waited, and waited, and 
waited. Hie fact was Naaman had two diseases 
—pride and leprosy ; the one was as hard to get 
rid of as the other. Elisha sits quietly in his 
house and does not go ou t. Alter a while, 
when be thinks he has humblsd this prou d 
man, be say s to a servant: “ Go ou t and tell 
Gen. Naaman to bathe seven times in the 
River Jordan, out y onder five miles, and he 
will get entirely well.” 
The message comes out. “ What!” say s tbe 
commander in chief of the Sy rian forces, his 
ey e kindling with an animation which it bad 
not shown for weeks, and bto swollen foot 
stamping on tho bottom of the chariot, re­ 
gardless of pain: “ What! Isn't becoming 
out to see met Why , I thought certainly he 
would come and utter some cabalistic words 
over me or make some enigmatical passes 
over my wounds. 
Why , I don’t think hs

They once called us fa­ 
natics or terrorists or enemies; now they call 
ns friends. Yonder to a man—I speak a lit­ 
eral fact—who said that he would never come 
into the church again. He said that two 
y ears ago. He said: “ My family shall never 
come here again if such doctrines as that are 
preached.” But be came again, and his fam­ 
ily came again. He to a Christian, his wife 
a Christian, all his children Christians, the 
whole household Christian, and I shall dwell 
with them in the house of the Lord forever. 
Our undy ing coadjutors are thoee who once 
heard the gospel and “ went away in a rage.”

Bu t he had not only to get down ou t of his 
chariot; he bad to wash. “Oh,” you say, “I 
am very carefu l of my oblu tions. Every 
day I plu nge into a bright and beau tifu l 
bath.” 
Ah, my hearers, there is a flood 
brighter than any other. It is the flood that 
breaks from the granite of eternal hills. It 
is the flood of pardon, and peace, and life, 
and heaven. That flood started in the tears 
of Christ and the sweat of Getlisemane, and 
rolled on, accu mu lating flood, antil nil earth 
and heaven cou ld bathe in it. 
Zacliariah 
called it “the fou ntain open for sin and u n­ 
cleanness.” William Cowper called it “the 
fou ntain filled with blood.” 
You r fathers 
and mothers washed all their sins and sorrows 
away in that fou ntain.
